3. SOVIETS. THURSDAY WASHPOST GETLER SAYS RUSSIA'S 
LATEST MANNED SPACE FLIGHT HAS PROMPTED CONCERN AMONG US 
SPECIALISTS BECAUSE OF SIGNS THE SOVIETS MAY BE DEVELOP- 
ING A MANNED SPACECRAFT FOR MILITARY RECONNAISSANCE, 
ALTHOUGH IT HAD EARLIER BEEN ASSUMED FLIGHT OF SOYUZ 14

4. COMMENT. WEDNESDAY WASHPOST HAD CLAYTON FRITCHEY 
COLUMN ON A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE, NOTING IRAN 
HAS PROPOSED UNGA DISCUSS A NUCLEAR FREE ZONE IN MID- 
EAST AND FRITCHEY SAYING WHY ONLY MIDEAST, WHY NOT WORLD 
CONFERENCE SO LONG TALKED ABOUT. FRITCHEY NOTES MULTI 
LATERAL EFFORTS OF ENDC AND CCD, ADDING ONE REASON LITTLE 
HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED IS ABSENCE OF SUCH NUCLEAR NATIONS 
AS FRANCE AND CHINA AND SUCH KEY EUROPEAN COUNTRIES AS 
WEST AND EAST GERMANY. FRITCHEY SAYS IT'S PROBABLE THAT 
MOST OF THESE POWERS WOULD NOW PARTICIPATE AND QUOTES 
MRS. MYRDAL SAYING WORLD CONFERENCE IS NOT ONLY A PRAC- 
TICAL POSSIBILITY BUT MIGHT COME AROUND IN 1974, FRITCHEY 
ADDING THAT IN HER INTERVIEW WITH RICHARD HUDSON OF 
WORLD-PEACE REPORT MRS. MYRDAL SAID: WE NEED SOME KIND
